In consequence of the in- 
creasing danger to muhition works from 
air raids, the further they are removed 
from the Continent the better, and for 
home defence they cannot be further away 
than in Ireland. It is, however, rather 
to the natural resources of Ireland that 
Professor Morgan turns his attention. In 
County Wicklow there are considerable 
deposits of the pyritic minerals generally 
employed in the manufacture of sulphuric 
acid, “the starting point of all chemical 


materials leading to the modern high ex- 
plosive.” Gréat Britain has no such de- 
posits, and is dependent on imports from 
Spain. The Irish ore is richer than 
Spanish in the important metal, copper. 
Glycerine is a by-product of soap-making— 
an indastry which should be even more 
extensive here ir association with a dead- 
meat industry. Deposits of the mineral 
kieselguhr, used. in the production of 
dynamite, occur in County Antrim. Ace- 
tone, the solvent for cordite, is a by- 
product of the destructive distillation ‘of 
peat.' The rational combustion of this 
fuel in gas-producers, Professor Morgan 
adds, would furnish a source of energy 
which could be utilised in manufacturing 
nitric acid from atmospheric hydrogen. 
The jammonia recovered. in this pro- 
cess ¢ould also be combined with nitric 
acid to yield the ammonium nitrate now 
so largely used in high explosives. The, 
use of ether-alcohol as a partial substitute 
for agetone in: the manufacture of cordite 
gives another reason for developing the 
production of explosives in Ireland, inas- 
much as large quantities of these salveate 
can be readily prepared in Irish whiskey 
distilleries. - We have not exhausted Pro- 


fessor Morgan’s list of products available

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- ‘Casualty Lists. 


The Government's decision to modify its 
policy of issuing casualty lists with full 
particulars may seem a hardship to those 
who rely on this form of information for 
news of the fortunes of their friends in the 
field. It has been decided that in future 
the lists shall give no particulars either 
of the theatre of war in which the casualty 
occurred or of the battalion to which the 
officer or man belonged. The essential 
facts remain—the name of the soldier, 
with his number in the case of the rank- 
and-file, hig regiment, and the nature of 
the casualty. The risk of confusion through 
identity or similarity of name and initials 
is, of course, increased by the omission of 
the battalion number, but this is unavoid- 
able. We cannot question the wisdom of the 
Government's decision ; the only matter 
for surprise in it is that it was not sooner 
adopted and put into force. Even with the 
new restrictions, the Government's policy 
in respect of the. publication: of casualties 
remains very much more liberal than that 
of any other belligerent. France, for 
example, issues no casualty lists at 
all; the Government contents itself exclu- 
sively with private notification _of in- 
dividual cases to the next-of-kin.. Russia 
adopts the same policy. Germany,. at 
the outset, adopted our own policy 
of free and full publication; but it 
was quickly curtailed. The German 
casualty lists have become increasingly in- 
complete, ‘irregular in their publication, 


and restricted in their public issue, ‘until 


they now constitute a most unsatisfactory 
and untrustworthy basis of calculation of 
the enemy’s losses. Our own Government's 
policy of publishing regular and complete 
lists, and of making official announce- 
ments of total casualties at stated inter- 
vals, has been criticised by some competent 
authorities precisely for this reason—that it 
supplies a solid basis of calculation. We 
are inclined to think that our Govern- 
ments policy of publicity *is, on the 
whole, wise, if only for the reason that it 
enables unofficial students of the war to

Dublin’s Port Board. 


The affairs of no other public body in 
Dublin are so little understood by the 
citizens as those of the Port and Docks 
Board. Its finance is a mystery to most 
of them; many of its discussions seem 
to them to be wrangles between cliques 
which have in view personal interests 
rather than those of the city as a whole. 
Lacking definite knowledge of the present 
conditions of the port, we cannot form 
an opinion on the wisdom or unwisdom of 
the important resolution which the Board 
passed yesterday by thirteen votes against 
five. Mr. H. G. Burgess, who moved it, 
urged the need of drastic economy in the 
management of the port. The war has 
reduced shipping; the Board finds great 
difiiculty in getting money for capital ex- 
penditure, and the result of the recent in- 
crease in dues has been disappointing. In 
fact, the Finance Committee is being 
“driven to the ropes.” To meet this 
situation the Board has decided to dis- 
pense temporarily with the services of 
about two hundred men in the various de- 
partments. — Mr. Burgess held, and a 
majority agreed with him, that such a 
reduction of the staff would not impair 
the efficiency of the port's management. 
On the other hand, it would effect a saving 
of about £14,000 a year, and would inflict 
no hardship on the two hundred men, 
since they could obtain temporary employ- 
ment, at equal, or even better, wages 
under the Ministry of Munitions. The only 
member who tried to make a serious case 
against the resolution was Sir John 
Griffith. He declared that the proposed 
reduction would impair efficiency very 
gravely, especially in the engineering de- 
partment, and he blamed the Board’s 
alleged mismanagement of its finances for 
the conditions which have made economy, 
in one direction or another, an urgent 
necessity. Between two such respectable 
and experienced authorities as Mr. Burgess 
and Sir John Griffith the citizens, long 
kept in the dark about the conduct of the 
port, will be puzzled to decide, but all 
intelligent citizens will agree on one point. 
If this £14,000 a year’ cam be saved, 
without loss of efficiency in the port, it 
ought to be saved, and yesterday’s resolu- 
tion is thoroughly sound and desirable. 
We have no patience with the easy senti- 
mentality that shrieks against the “ victim- 
isation’’ of unnecessary wage-drawers who 
are, in fact, victimising the ratepayers. 
The ruinous rates ahd union charges in

We cannot be- 
lieve that the money will not be found. 
A half of the present population of Bel- 
gium is destitute. We owe a huge debt 
to these men, women, and children who, 
in the words of the appeal, “endure all 
things and loyally await the coming of the 
Allies.”’

HALF THE GLOBE UNITED. 

In a leading article on the Conference, the 
Temps, referring to the economical alliance 
hicks after the war has ended, will keep the 
Allies united, says:—One knows the fears 
which this organisation had awakened, not- 
ably among the English Free Traders, who 
feared that Great Britain would be dragged 
into a policy of Protection in opposition to 
that which it had followed hitherto. The ex- 
change of ideas between the Allied Govern- 
ments lus shown that’ none of them has 
sought to change into a Protectionist move- 
ment the perfectly legitimate campaign 
against German commercial enctoachments. 
The great Council of the Allies is of opinion 
that to the destruction of German commerce 
during the war shoald - succeed: a state of 
things which will prevent the enemy from 
following up the actual conflict by a disloyal 
economic struggle. 

Commenting on the resolutions of the Con- 
ference, the 7’emps says:—The members of 
the Allied Governments have completed a 
military plan by agreements of a military and 
economic order. Profiting by the experience 
gained, and recognising the requirements of 
the future, the MN Council of War has pre- 
pared an attack upon Germany in every 
domain, by a concerted and concentric effort, 
in which all the weapons and all the resources 
of the community will be utilised. Bight 
nations, who, with their possessions and pro- 
tectorates, represent more than half of thie 
population of the globe, yesterday decided 
upon the practical means to wage this war 
victoriously until the Empires which have im- 
perilled civilisation are compelled to acknow- 
ledge themselves aa They decided, 
at the same time, that the world must be pro- 
tected in future from another catastrophe 
similar to that which has, at the present mo- 
ment caused an ppeeavel of all humanity. 

The Journal des Débats says:—The 
declaration which has just been made will 
have a place in the history of our epoch. 
It will be welcomed with profound satisfac- 
tion by all the Allied nations, who will find 
in it a fresh proof of their profound and in- 
timate friendship. It will also show Ger. 
many that the countries which she drags be- 
hind her must not count on any weakening 
in the ranks of those who are fighting them. 
The success of the Conference will only re- 
double in our souls and in ‘those of our Allies 
a confidence which . has’ never n more 
robust, and of which every day that passes 
affirms its unshakable solidity.

Mr. Ronald McNeij!l was informed that 
the Crown Prince of Serbia will arrive in 
London to-morrow, and that the hour and 
station will be given to the Press in order 
that the public may be able to give him a 
welcome. Mr. Boland was informed that 
about one thousand bags of mails were 
spoiled on the Sussex, while about eight 
hundred bags were saved, and forwarded 
to Marseilles for the East.

Messrs. Hogge and Pringle, 
who had been silent during the question 
hour, are evidently troubled about the 
situation. Mr. Pringle wanted to know 
if an: agréement had not been nearly 
arrived at last night. Mr. Lloyd George 
said that this was untrue. The Govern- 
ment could come to no arrangement until 
the men returned to work. Mr. Pringle, 
wringing his hands and at a loss for 
words, still went on putting questions, but 
obtained no further satisfaction in spite of 
the aid of Mr. Hogge. 
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Replying to a question by Mr. Boland (on 
behalf of Mr. Brady) in Parliament, Mr. 
McKenna said that 3,000 tons of sugar which 
arrived in Dublin on the 15th inst. was en- 
tirely Mauritius sugar, and was suitable for 
all purposes, not for manufacturing pur- 
poses only. It would be disposed of without 
restriction as to its uses. He was not aware 
that the supply of su in Dublin was more 
restricted than elsewhere, but arrangements 
had already been made for delivery there very 
shortly of a further consignment of fine sugar.

GREAT IRISH PICTURES: 

Mr. JOHN: O’CONNOR said he wished to 
call attention to a subject in which he had 
taken considérable interest for 4a number oí 
years. He alluded to-the two pictures in the 
House of Lords—‘*The Death of Nelson '' 
and “The Meeting of Wellington and 
Blúcher.” No two pictures, perhaps, had 
been engraved and published more than these 
two pictures, which were well known, not 
only in this country and in our Dominions 
beyond the .seas, but in all European 
countries, and in the United States. It had 
been a matter of great grief to him and his 
friends in Ireland who were artists, many of 
whom had. now unfortunately passed away 
that these wonderful pictures of Daniel 
Maclise had been in danger of being lost to 
the nation because of some innate defects in 
them. He admitted that the right hon, 
gentleman (Mr. Harcourt) had done what was 


‘possible to preserve the appearance of these 


works of art. It had been said that Daniel 
Maclise, the celebrated painter and citizen of 
Cork, had used matenals in these works 
which did not stand the test of time and 
It was thought that these 
pictures had suffered from their proximity to 
the emanations from the works across the 
water—Doulton and Co.'s porcelain works. 
Certain commodities were used in the process 
of the manufacture of the.pottery which were 
said to damage pictures in the vicinity. <A 
report had been asked for trom Professor 
Church, and it had been presented, and had 
proved very useful. An eminent Scottish 
artist had also pointed out how the pictures 
could be preserved, and his su on had 
been acted upon. Those in Ireland who were 
interested in these well-known pictures were 
grateful'for what had been done by the right 
hon, gentleman, as he (Mr. John O’Connor) 
was. He conveyed to him the heartfelt ap- 
preciation of all Irishmen who were interested 
in Maclise’s works, which reflected credit not 
only en his own country of Ireland, but had 
done so much to beautify the Houses of Par- 
hament. 

Mr. HARCOURT, in reply, said that the 
Rodin statue of the Burghers of Calais came 
into the possessién of the Government from 
the National Arts Collection Fund.

The real question was whether the deputation 
departed under the impression that there was 
an appointment for the following day, and he 
could only say that he and Mr. Ramsey Mac.

with the greatest disappointment that every- 
one presént heard from Dr. Addison on Wed- 
nesday that he declined to see them 
further.
